MANNER IN WHICH
VICTIMS WERE TREATED

The Witness Never Saw Exhibitions
of Cruelty in the Administration
of the *Cure”—The Filipinos Were
Treated in Humane Manner—They
Showed No Appreciation for Kind-
ness, but Subjected the American
Troops to Many Indignities,
Burning the Villages.

Wishington, June 12.—Mark H.
Yivans, of Des Molnes, Iowa, formerly
g sergeant of Company I, Thirty-sec-
ond Volunteer Infantry, today testified
bifore the senate committee on the
Fhiilppines concerning the administra-
tion of the water-cure to Fillpinos on
four different occaslon during his ser-
vice in the islands. He also recited
the particulars of the burning of sev-
eril native villages, He was ques-
tloned by Senators Patterson, Bever-
fidge and MceComas, All these events
occulred, the witness sald, during the
year 1400, in the province of Batan, is-
Tond of Luzon, and in or near the town
of Orano, where his headquarters were.
Three of the cases of water-cure oce
cinred outslde the town. In one case
the cure was administered by native
seouts and In the others by an Ameri-
cun soldler. The first case oceurred at
a little town where there were sup-
posed to be some insurgents, The
geouls pleked out the suspected peo-
ple and, taking one of them to a near=
by creek, poured a quantity of water
into his mouth from a canteen, The
purpose In this, as In other cuses,
was to secure a confession.

On unother occasion, during an ex-
peditjon to nelghboring Islands, the
wiiness sald that he had seen an
American goldler take two suspected
natlves Into the water and duck them,
liolding them under for perhaps a half
minute at a time, He secured a con-
fossion as to the hiding of guns in one
case, but none In the other,

After the first case of ducking the
vietim seemed, the witness said, to have
been quite disubled, being apparently
go weak that he was unable to rise,

Burning the Villages.

In another instance of the adminis-
tration of the watler-cure, Iin Orano, a
tooth of the victim was knovked out,
but so far a8 he knew no other injury
was Inflicted. Mr, Evans sald he had
been present ant the burning of four or
five native wvilluges and thuat the de-
struction of those places had been due
1o the presence of Insurgents.

But the orders were to destroy all the
nutlve hute along the coust neur the
mountaing for thirty miles, In Batan
provincee, so as to force the natives to
come In, and this, he suld, was done,

Replylng to questions by Senator
Beveridge, the witness sald the orders
to the troops were to treat the natives
humanely and that, with the exceptions
noted, the treatment had been in nc-
cordance with these Instructiong, The
natives had not, on the other hand,
shown any appreclation of this consid-
eratlon, They refused to divulge infor-
mittion in thelr possession and in many

:ses they  subjected the American
troops to indignities, In one case, he
suld, where two soldiers were killed,

their ears were cut off.

'I'HO MEN PERISH IN A
SINGULAR ACCIDENT

S8ad Drowning at Xittaning—Feet
of the Swimmers Became En-
tangled in a Net.

Kittanning, Pu.,, June 12—Two men
lost thelr llves and a third wuas prob=
ably futully Injured at Rosston this af-
ternoon in one of the saddest drowning
imccidents known In this vielnity.

The dead are: Andrew Hileman,
aged b years, married; Kirk Bailey, jr.,
uged 10 years, single, The Injured are:
Dwight Balley, aged 43 years, married,
The Balley and Hilemuan familles, about
sixteen in all, left thelr homes in Ross-
ton and went to the bunks of Crooked
Run, a short distunce away, about 4
o'clock this afternoon. They had'n
fishing net with them and began to fish
for minnows, with great success, The
net after being tuken out several times,
and cast back, finally became entungled
in a snag.

The water at this point is about ten
fect aeep, the location belng famillarly
known as the “Sink-Hole." After
vainly endeavoring to release the net,
voung KirKk Balley swam oul lo see
what the trouble wis, As he ap-
proicked the net he was suddenly per-
celved to become white and then called
for help, saying that his feet had be-
come entangled In the net. His strug-
gles were terrible, and Andrew Hile-
man, #eeing that the hoy could not
continue his struggle much longer,
started to his rescue. Az Hileman was
approiaching the trapped boy, he too,
was seen to throw up his hands and
nuke desperate struggleg to go for-
wuia, The fatal net had also wrapped
around his feet, and he was caught
in the same plight as the boy. Dwight
Baliey, father of the struggling boy.
now jumped into the water and started
to release the imprisoned men. When
he neared the net, he was caught as
his son and Mr. Hileman had been,
and he yelled to the erowd on the bank
tnnt he was caught and could do noth-
ig more,

Finully, A. B. Balley, brother of
Dwight, who had been called to the
seene and saw at a glance the dirvec-
tion in which &dhe current hud dragged
the net, keeping above the net he suc-
ceeded in resculng his brother and get-
ting himn to shore In an unconsclous
condltion from which he had not ral-
lled at 9 p. m. He will probably dle,
At the Instant the elder Balley wus re-
leaged from the net the son sank for
the lnst time and Mr. Hileman, seem-
ing to muke a final effort to heip the
yvouth, also drowned. During all the
time the men were struggling in the
wilter thelr wives and fumilies were on
the bank In agonized helplessness. Hile-
min, and Balley are well-known and
quite wealthy. All connected with the
aceldent arve prominent and of the old-
est famlilies In Armstrong county.

DEATHS RESULT FROM

The others who re-
turned with the president {neluded Secro-
tury Root, Postmnster Genernl Payne and
Adjutant Generul Corbin, Genernl Waod
scparated from the party after the fune-
tions of the day were over nnd procecded
to Boston., where he will remuin a short
time, returning to Washington Saturday.

RIOTING AT
AWTUCKET

Troops Ordered Out fo Con-
trol Mobs—Result of
Traction Strike

By Exclusive Wire from The Associated Press, *

Pawtucket, R. I, June 12.—For the
first tlme In the history of the city bay-
onets in the hunds of spldiers ordered
out by the governor of the slate to
suppress riotous disturbnnees, glistened
in the streets of Pawtucket today.

The ustonishing Inerease in the num-
ber of luwless ucts divected aguinst the
United Traction compuany, whose union
men have been on strike since June 2
and the inabllity of the lmited police
force and deputy sheriffs to suppress
rioting induced Governor Kimball to
call out the militia.

Numerous scenes of disorder occurred
during the day and more than a score
of persons were injured, one futally,

In the presence of about 1,000 persons
and the militin this evening Adjutant
General Sackett read the rlot avt,

The clty was taken possession of by
the militin. A provisional regiment
was formed composed of companiea
from the First and Second regiment,
with the First battallon of cavalry, In
the afternoon orders were issued call-
ing out the Third division of the naval
regerves and the machine gun battery.

The first disturbance wuas at Clty
ILane.  Pursuing the custom followed
during the strike, the United Traction
campany's cars were started from the
Fawtucket avenue car house, nenr the
line dividing Pawtucket and Provi-
dene, and on one car were a number
of deputly sheriffs. This car was fol-
lowed at intervals by thre others,

When the cars reached the junction
of Pawtucket and East avenues, the
trouble began, A fusllade of stones,
tin cuns and other missiles wera
thrown at the cars, which were badly
domaged. Each car was assalled and
goon all were stalled at Havmarket
snuare, Then Chief of Police Rice in-
formed General Tanner that the cons
ditions were such that his force of
men were unable to handle the mob,
and he sought the ald of the militia,

The cars were run to the city line
without further trouble. The street
where the trouble occurred was pick-
eted off by Troop A, and the troopers
malntalned peace for an hour or more,
During thls Interval, cars were not
wn, A cur was started from the
Pawtucket avenue car house, on which
were a score of deputy sheriffs. At
Puwtucket and Bast avenues & big
crowd was In walting, and L was pre-
pared to give the depulics a warm res
ceplion,

Muajor Maynurd had a battalion of
cavalty as a guard to the cars, the
troop belng divided by platoons front
and rear, The deputy sheriffs were or-
dered to keep their revolvers In thelr
pockelts by Major Muaynard, who sald
it there was to be shooting to be done
the militla would do it, Immedlately
after, however, a raln of stones, brick
bats and every concelvable form of
missile, fell upon the slectric car, The
troopers weére hemmed in by the mob
and with great difficulty succeeded In
working thelr way out, the motbrman
of the car bravely facing the mob and
getting his car through, But when the
turmoll was at Its helght, fully a dozen
shots were fired from the car through
the drawn curtaing which did no dam-
age save one, which lodged In the neck
of Venner Peterson, nged 12, The boy
had been attracted by the crowd and
the shot struck him when he. was
standing some distance from the  car,
The boy was tiken to the Emergency
hospital where he was pronounced fia-
tally hurt, The wounding of the boy
sobered the crowd, which after the car
had proceeded becume more temperate,
dut many threats were made to kill a
deputy sheriff In retallation,

Detective Haberlin arrested 'Willlam
J, Welsh, a deputy sheriffy who is uc-
cused of shooting the Peterson boy.
When tuking the prisoner to the pollice
station, the detective und special offi-
cers were roughly handled and were fol-
lowed Lo the door of the station by a
mob that stoned the officers and mude
great efforts to get the prisoner from
them., Welsh maintained he did not
shoot, thut he obeyed the sheriff's or-
ders not to use the revolvers, Liter he
was arralgned on & charge of assault
with intent to kill, pleaded not gullty
and was held In the sum of $1,000 for a
hearing, |

There was no further disturbances ot
i serlous nature during the afternoon
und everything was quiet during the
evening.

FINAL DAY AT
WEST POINT

Closing Exerclses Take Place on
the Parade Grounds Known
as Gavalry Plaln.

DIPLOMAS PRESENTED
BY THE PRESIDENT

Mr., Roosevelt Makes No Remarks,
but Simply Shakes the Hand of
Each of the Fifty-four Graduates.
Addresses Are Made by General
Dick, General Miles and Becretary
Root—The Latter's Advice—Presi-
dent Departs for Washington—The
Members of the Class,

West Point, June 12.—West Point's
centennial celebration was ended to-
day with the presentation of diplomas
to the graduating class. The weather
was fine, and the ceremony took place
out of decors on that part of the par-
ade grounds known as “Cavalry
Plain An open tent over a plat-
form had been erected for the spenkers
and ofticlals, and, standing at the
front of the platform, President
Rouoscvelt presented each new officer
with his diploma.

1t was expected that the president
would make a few remarks, but he
slinply shook hands with each cadet,
Cn the platform besides the president
were General Horace Porter, General
Mileg, Secrtary Hoot, Scretary Moody,
Yostmaster General Payne, the Chinese
minister, Wu Ting-fung: Benator Pet-
tug, of Alabama; Senator Quarles, of
Wisconsin; Governor Odell; the Italian
ambussador, Dr. Des Planches; Gen-
erals Young, Schofield, McCook and
Brooke: the Rt. Rev., Dr. Conaty, the
Aviwdemic board of the academy, Che-
kib Bey, General Corbin, Mr. Pulida
and General Dick, of Ohio.

The audience, comprising ladies In
fushionable summer costume, the en-
tire cadet corps and several hundred
vigitors, occupled chairs on the lawn
under trees, and the clear sky and
beautiful scenery about West Point
puve the exercises a picturesque set-

ting.
i The Speakers, :

The speakers were General Dick, for
the hoard of visitors; Secretary Root,
for the govermment, and General Mlles,
for the army. General Dick said, in
part, after giving advice to the cadets:

*“The wars conducted by the United
States never have been for conquest.
Cuba Is now & sister republle, and
Porto Rico has more freedom and con-
tentment then ever. The war with
Spain was unavoidable, and we came
into the possession of the Philippines
us p result. Our authority there must
he ns absolute as our responsibllity.
That we will succeed gloriously In the
work we have taken up in the Philip-
pines, the world now knows."

He said that West Point would last
as long as the nation needed an army.

Secretary Root sald it was a fun=
daraental principal that the military
branchk of the government should be
subject to the control of the civil. He
told the cadets to bear In mind that
thelr education was not by any means
complete, and that they could go on
learmng to be good soldiers until they
rotired, 1f they were lucky enough to
live until the age of 64. The regular
army, he sald, in time of war was a
nucleus of a grenter organization, In=-
cluding the militla and Natlonal Guard
and he advised the cadets to get the
good-will of these bodies and of citl-
zens Interested in the army.

The secretary told how an old officer
In the late war happened to come un-
der the command of & young volunteer
olficer, and yet continued to do his
duty without any sign of the feelings
he must have had as an old and falith-
ful soldier. *His conduct attracted at-
tentlon and the president,” sald the
speaker, “picked him out to lead the
Amerlean army to Pekin—General A,
R. Chaffee, It was because he ruled
his own spirit that the president
thought he could take a city.”

General Mliles' remarks to the young
oflicers were chlefly those of an older
to younger offivers and referred almost
wholly to the business of war. He sald
there , were supreme moments in the
lite of a soldler, one when an officer
knows he is dolng just what the enemy
thinks he Is not, and when he feels
one more victory has been added to
Amerlcan glory., General Mliles was
loudly cheered and applauded when he
arose to speak.

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THREE BARKS WRECKED.

Crew of One of Them, the Atbara,
Drowned,

1ast London, Cape Colony, June 12.—
The Norweglan bark Atbara (Captaln
Pedergen, from Hamburg, March 13,
for Euast London), the Swedlsh bark
Aurora, (Captain Nillson, from Gefle,
Oct. 16, via Dover, Feb. 256, for East
London), and the German bark Elise
Linck (Captain Straatmann, from
Bremerhaven about Feb, 1, for Ilast
London), have been wrecked during a
heavy southeast gile. All the crew of
the Atbara were drowned, with the ex-
ception of the captain, who was ashore
at the time of the disaster, The crews
of the two other vessels were saved.
The coast Is strewn with wreckage
and portions of the barks' cargoes.
The Atbara was of 686 tons. She was
bullt at Paillon in 1863, and was owned

by J. M. Johanson & Co., of Chris«
thaniu. .
The Aurora was of 532 tons. Bhe

was bullt at Nordmaling in 18i7, and
was owned by G. Holm, of Halmstad.

The Klise Linck was of 513 tons. She
was built at Dantzic In 1879, and was
owned by Paul E. Berentz, of Dantzlc.

WORK AT SOFT
COAL MINES

The Mine Workers Declare
That the Strike Is Prac-
tically Broken.

Roanoke, Va., June 12,—The officials
of the Norfolk and Western Rallroad
company today said that the siluation
In the Pocahontas coal fleld has gradu-
ally Improved and the outlook for a
final and early settlement of the trouble
Is considerably brighter. Forly mines
out of forty-six were working today.
Some of them have very small forces.
The output yesterday was 185 cars, and
today's loading amounted to more than
that, Most of those who have returned
to work are union men. The mine work-
ers declare the sirike s practically
broken and expect that all of the mines
will be operiting by next Monday. The
while miners are remaining in the
flelds, fishing and hunting, and some,
are doing outside work for the oper-
ators at $1.25 a day.

The Clinch Valley and Thuacker fields
are working full forces. The Tug River
district, which has been cloged, today
had a small force at work, No reporta
of violence have been reccived.

Bluefield, W, Va,, June 12—Regard-
less of the statement made by the unlon
men that not 2 per cent, of the miners
would return to work this morning,
more men were at work today than any
day since the strike begun, This Is par-
tially accounted for by the importation
of a hundred or more Hungarians into
the field last night. From 175 to 200
cars were loaded in this region today,
Eighty-five per cent, of the men are
still out,

STEEL CORPORATION
ANSWERS MRS, BARGER

Avers That the Company Has the
Right to Amend By-Laws on
Vote of Btockholders.

Newark, N, J.,, June 12,—The United
States Steel corporation filed an an-
swer today to the sult brought by Mrs.
Miriom Barger, of Sullivan county, N.
Y., to restraln the company from re-
tiring $200,000,000 of preferred stock and
issulng bonds Instead, Tomorrow the
constitutional points raised In the bill
will be argued, Meanwhile, the rule to
ghow cause granted by Vice Chancellor
Emery last Monday, acts as a stay.

The answer avers that the corpora-
tion, by virtue of the luw under which
It exists, hus the right to make, altar,
or amend Its by-laws, subject to the
vote of the stockholders, as was done
in the present case,

The bill denles that It was ever the
intention of the defendant corporation
or its officers to make the new bonds
convertible Into common stock at any
price or In any manner whatsoever, It
claims that the action of the directors
in retiring the preferred stock was vot-
ed upon and assented to by nearly all
the capltal stock of the corporation,

In regard to the contract with J. P,
Morgan & Co. the answer declares Lhat
the contract was approveéed by more
than a majority of the stockholders, not
including stock registered In the nume
of J, P, Morgan & Co.,, or any mem-
ber or vepresentative of that firm, or
any subscriber to sald syndicate, or
any officer or director of the defendant
corporation. In other words the shures
belonging to the persons mentioned
were excluded. Of the 8,124,135 shares
remaining, 5,642,012 shpres were voted

SENATE PROCEEDINGS.

The Isthmian Canal Question Con-
sidered—=Republican Beet Bugar
Benators Hold Conference.

Washington, June 12.—After consglder-
ing the London dock charges bill for an
hour and a half today, without com-
pleting it, the senate resumed consider-
atlon of the Isthmian canal question,
Mr, Morgan, of Alabama, occupled the
floor for three hours and a half, dis-
cussing particularly the diplomatlo
phages of the question.

From this point he was diverted by
an amendment introduced by Mr, Fair-
banks, of Indiana, providing for the
{ssue of bonds for the construction of
the canal. Mr, Morgan vigorously at-
tacked the amendment, maintaining
that the expense of the canal's con-
struction should be pald from the treas-
ury's current receipts.

Incldentally, Mr. Morgan agailn op-
posed the Panama route and assailed
the right of the new Panama company
to dispose of the concessions it held
from the old company.

The Republican beet sugar scnators
held a conference this afternoon in Sen-
ator Elking' committee room, The meet-
ing was for the purpose of making a
general canvass of the situation with
reference to the prospect for leglslation
In the Intereat of Cuban reciprocity.

Washington, June 12.—The house tos
day adopted a speclal rule for the
consideration of the f{rrigation bill,
which passed the senate some time ago,
and devoted the day to general debate
of the measure, Tomorrow the bill will
be read for amendment under the five-
minute rule, Messrs, Mondell, of Wyo=
ming; Tongué, of Oregen; Tirrell, of
Massachusetts, and BShallenberger, of
Nebragka, spoke today In favor of the
bill. Mr. Ray, chalrman of the judi-
claiy committes, made a long argue
ment against It.

Mr. Olmsatead, of Pennsylvania, In
replying to remarks made by Mr.
Cushman, of Washington, some weeks
ago, in which the Washington member
denounced the committee on rules for
its alleged tyrannous use of its power
to prevent membera from obtalning
consideration for meritorious bills, re-
cited a long list of appropriations
which the state of Washington had ré-
celvel at the present sesslon, and
psked what Mr, Cushman, who de-
clared himself in his speech, as a
“leglslation Hliputian,” was roaring
about. "If this Hliputian legislator se-
cured all these appropriations,’” he
asked, what could & legislative glant
have obtained? (Laughter).

Mr. Olmstead read a list of elghty-
five bills Mr, Cushman had introduced,
including one appropriating $5,000 for a
cominission to Investigate the question
cf “a universal langunge."” "I pre-
suine,” observed Mr. Olmstead, '‘that
is the language we are to use when
the riles committee has been aholished
and every member e¢an speak In be-
half of his own bill whenever the spirit
moves him."

Mr. Olmstead defended the machin-
ery of the house, arguing that present
methods were necessary for the trans-
acilon of public business. Fourteen
thousand bills had been introduced at
the present session. The house would
have to sit night and day for ten years
to conslder and pass on all of them.
He went over to the record to show
that more bills had been passed and
more unanimous consents had been ace-
corded in the last congress than in the
forty-ninth and fiftieth congresses, be-
fore the present system went into ef-
fect, He concluded by adjuring mem-
bers, In the language of a Western
music hall notice, *“Don't shoot the
fiddlers; they are dolng the best they

can.”
